Adams 
County has 
known 
for 
years, 
the 
growers face a very 
serious problem 
in getting rid of the fruit. The condi­ 
tion has been apparent at 
the 
curb 
market for several 
weeks 
and 
was 
again noticeable this 
morning when 
many of the stall holders were unable 
to dispose of their fruit. In discussing 
the situation one of the truckers said, 
“ People feel that to can peaches or 
other fruits with sugar at its present 
price is a bad investment and, as 
a 
result, we cannot sell 
as 
we 
could 
with sugar selling at five and a half 
or six cents. 
The 
crop this year, in 
addition to being abundant, is also of 
good quality. The fruit, though small 
in many orchards, is very perfect and 
in fine condition for 
canning or pre­ 
serving so that it is a pity 
for both 
the growers and the 
consumer 
that 
the price of sugar interferes with the 
ready sale of the fruit”. 
Apparently there is 
no 
relief 
in 
sight in the sugar matter. A Gettys­ 
burg merchant said this morning, 
“Our stores are 
selling sugar just 
two cents a pound lower than those in 
neighboring towns. Hanover and Har­ 
risburg, for instance, are getting ten 
cents a pound. Our old rate of five 
and a half cents was too low' for a 
reasonable profit and 
eight cents at 
this time of the year is not too high.”

It Is Impossible to exaggerate the im­ 
portance of Russia's declaration that 
Poles loyal to the Slav cause would be 
treated with the utmost consideration 
aud that autonomy for Poland would 
result. 
The Poles form an Important 
part of the (‘Car’s empire, particularly 
In them- troublous times, owing to the 
fuct that R ussian Poland lies on the 
Geriuau frontier, uud all the attacks 
of Germ any on her enemy must he 
made ou Polish territory. 
The jxilitfaul experts of Europe huve 
long predicted th a t this would be the 
first move of ltusHia lu the event of 
war breaking out between that country 
and Geruiauy or with Austria. 
The 
Poles of ltuasla have always enjoyed 
inure freedom than the Poles living 
under the kaiser or under the Emperor 
Francis Joseph. 
Ou the other hand, it 
has tieen predicted that should Germa­ 
ny become Involved in International 
conflict she would shortly face an in­ 
surrection at home among the Poles. 


First Annexed by Prussia In 1772. 
T he Poles, first annexed by Prussia 
Iii 177*2, hate the Prussians with all the 
hatred that characterizes a people op 
pressed by an overlord. 
The annexa­ 
tion was apostrophised ss the "great­ 
est crime of the century” by Baron 
von Stein, tile great Prussian patriot. 
T he Poles in Prussia, as afterward iii 
Austria, were long trusted with ronald 
erat Ion. 
The congress of Vienna had 
dmuded thut “the (Polest nationality of 
the population must tie re sifte d , that 
their motlier tongue must enjoy jierfeot 
equality with the German language 
Blat they ought to have the right to 
compete for all the post* mid dignities 
throughout the country and that. given 
equal ablilties. they ought to ta* given 
preference for all public offices In the 
ootnijfios they I inhabit.*’ 
1^o tViese prAlidses the Prussian gov4 
ornmein remalri^d faithful for more 
ban I wo generations, so that w hen 
the Polish rebellion of I8d3 broke out 
In the Russian province the Poles of 
Prussia held aloof. 
During the wnr of 
1870 the Polish regiments distinguished 
themselves against the French. 
They 
mart-lied, of course, under tile Prussian 
ting. 
but 
sung 
their own 
patriotic 
hymn, “ Poland has not perished yet.” 
Policy Changed In 1885. 
It was uot until 18H& that the Pros 
dun 
iKjliey 
tow ard the 
Poles was 
.•hanged, On March 2.5 of thut year an 
trier was Issued that too Poles except 
Biose owning allegiance to the Prus 
dun crown might remain iii Paw n aft 
cr the cud of tho year. 
In IHM! the 
iTlisdau landtag placed at tho dlspo 
sal of a government commlatdon $2.V 
innmnni for buying out Polish lauded 
p ro p rieto r* and settling on their es 
tate* German “colonists.’’ 
B ism ar k 
then openly avowed his object of Ger 
mauizing these produces. 
From that time on the linos have 
!>een draw n even tighter. 
T he Polish 
a im un go was banished first iii the sec­ 
ondary schools, then in the elementary 
schools. 
Even in religious Instruction 
he language could not lie used. 
In 
Item l’oli»h could not Is* spoken In 
public meetings lick! in a community 
where the German population pre­ 
dominated.
